During July each year, the Hill 
Cumorah comes alive with a spectac- 
ular pageant. The performances are 
based on experiences on the hill in the 
time of the Book of Mormon, Another 
Testament of Jesus Christ, as well as 
in Joseph Smith Jr.’s time. 

Elder Elwin Cameron, a missionary 
at the Hill Cumorah Visitors Center, 
said it is important to get hotel reser- 
vations early for any trips scheduled 
to attend the pageant in July. 

“People come here to see where it 
all began. They receive a spiritual 
feeling because this is the heritage of 
our church,” Cameron said. 

Other famous sites for members of 
the LDS Church are found in and 
around Nauvoo, Ill. 

After the early Saints were persecut- 
ed in New York and Missouri, they 
found themselves in a small town 
called Commerce, later named 
Nauvoo, which means “the city beau- 
tiful.”

TWA crash takes 229 lives

NEW YORK — A TWA jetliner 
with 229 people aboard exploded in a 
fireball shortly after taking off for 
Paris and plunged into the waters off 
Long Island on Wednesday night. 
There was no sign of survivors. 

The 747 jet, Flight 800, was bound 
for Charles de Gaulle Airport from 
Kennedy Airport when it went into 
the Atlantic Ocean 20 miles off 
Moriches Inlet at about 8:45 p.m. The 
site off the south shore of the island is 
about 40 miles east of New York City. 

There were 212 passengers and 17 
crew members on the flight, accord- 
ing to Mike Kelly, a TWA vice presi- 
dent. He said the plane had arrived 
from Athens, Greece, and had been on 
the ground about three hours before 
taking off for Paris. Some of the pas- 
sengers were from an earlier canceled 
flight to Rome. 

“We are not finding any survivors,” 
said Steve Sapp of the U.S. Coast 
Guard. “We are locating lots of bodies 
out there.” 

From the air, wreckage and fuel on 
the water could be seen burning. 

TWA’s Kelly noted the Federal 
Aviation Administration had been 
placed on an increased level of securi- 
ty because of the Olympics, which 
start Friday, but said there had been 
no specific threats against TWA or the 
flight. 

“Anything is possible,” Kelly said. 
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“We already had one of the highest 
levels of security you can have, but 
that hasn’t changed in the last few 
weeks.” 

Asked about the possibility of a 
bomb, FAA spokesman Eliot Brenner 
said “we can’t discuss security 
issues.” 

Vic Fehner, who was fishing on the 
bay, said “it started off like a little 
ball, like a flare. It came down for a 


few seconds and all of a sudden burst’ 


into flames, a big ball of flame, and it 
just started to rotate around.” 

ABC News reported the FAA 
received no distress call from the pilot 
before the crash, suggesting there was 
no warning of any problem on the 
plane before the crash. But FAA 
spokesman Brenner told the AP he 
had no information on whether there 
had been any communication from 
the plane. 

Brenner said the plane was a Boeing 
747-100, an early model of the giant 
airliner, first produced in 1970. It can 
carry as many as 450 passengers. 

The crash was the second major air- 
line disaster in slightly more than two 
months, following the May 11 crash 
in Florida of a ValuJet DC-9. All 110 
people aboard that plane died when it 
crashed into Florida’s Everglades.

NORTH SALT LAKE — Construction could begin as early as 1998 on a new 
western corridor highway that would extend from Brigham City to Nephi, offi- 
cials said. 

Gov. Mike Leavitt, state transportation officials and local lawmakers 
announced Wednesday that studies are under way for the expressway. It is 
intended to relieve commuter congestion in Davis, Salt Lake, Utah and Weber 
counties. 

The first phase of the corridor, dubbed the Legacy Project, could begin as 
early as 1998 in Davis County, one of the worst areas of congestion along the 
Wasatch Front. 

“My preference is to have the Davis County portion of the Legacy Project 
completed before we ‘start widening I-15 though Davis County,” the governor 
said. Then there would be “a way to divert traffic when I-15 construction 
begins.” 

However, residents already have complained about farmland, wetlands or 
mountains being destroyed by the construction, said state Senate President 
‘Lane Beattie of Davis County. 

Even under the most favorable plan, Leavitt said, some residents, subdivi- 
signs and businesses likely will be uprooted. 


Laotian refugees begin emigration to U.S. 


BANGKOK, Thailand — The last Hmong tribal people in Thai refugee 
camps started emigrating to the United States on Wednesday, part of an effort 
toxctose the camps and end one of the final chapters of the Indochina war. 

As many as 3,000 Hmong — rural Laotians recruited by the CIA to fight 
Communist insurgents in Laos during the 1960s and 1970s — are being sent to 
the United States this year. The first 90 left Wednesday, from a camp in north- 
eastern Thailand. 

For 20 years, Hmong have been living in camps because they fear persecution 
if they return to Laos. Bringing the Hmong to the United States and sending 
some other Laotian refugees back home should close the camps by 1997. 

‘The Hmong leaving Thailand this year will receive housing, clothing and 
other support until they can care for themselves, said Graham Spence of the 
Switzerland-based International Organization for Migration. 


Truck rolls, spills tar on I-15 near Santaquin 


SANTAQUIN — A truck hauling a tanker trailer rolled on Interstate 15 just 
south of here early Wednesday, spilling more than 4,000 gallons of road tar on 
the freeway’s shoulder. 

Utah Highway Patrol Trooper Doug Rawlinson said the southbound truck 
toppiled just after 5 a.m. The driver, Charles Calhoun of Fruita, Colo., apparent- 
ly fell asleep and suffered minor injuries, the UHP reported. 

Southbound traffic on I-15 was reduced to one lane near Santaquin until 
about noon. A pumper truck was brought in to remove the remaining tar from 
the trailer. 

The truck was carrying the material to Wahweep, Ariz. 


Secret Service reports drugs at White House 


WASHINGTON — White House employees who had recently used cocaine 
and*hallucinogenic drugs were given passes to the executive mansion despite 
initial rejection by the Secret Service, agents for the service said Wednesday. 

Arnold Cole, former supervisor of the service’s White House control opera- 
tions, told the House Government Over sight and Reform Committee that the 
Clinton administration allayed Secret Service concerns by setting up a volun- 
tary’ drug-testing program .. 

Cole said Secret Service agents denied requests for security passes for an 
unspecified number of employees, but the employees got the passes after the 
driig-testing program was instituted in May 1994. 

Another Secret Service agent, Jeffrey Undercoffer, said in sworn testimony 
released Wednesday that FBI background checks on several White House 
employees uncovered drug use including crack cocaine and hallucinogenic 
substances.

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U.S. envoy asks Serb leader to deliver Karadzic:

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia — A top 
U.S. envoy trying to force Radovan 
Karadzic from power in Bosnia took 
his mission Wednesday to Serbia’s 
president — the one Balkan politician 
who could do the job, but has so far 
avoided it. 

Richard Holbrooke negotiated the 
agreement last year that brought 
peace and a 50,000-soldier NATO-led 
force to Bosnia. Now, he’s reportedly 
armed with a threat to reimpose eco- 
nomic sanctions if Serbian President 
Slobodan Milosevic doesn’t deliver 
Karadzic, his former protege. 

International officials want Karadzic 
clearly out of power by Friday, when 
campaigning is to start for the Sept. 
14 elections that crown the effort to 
put Bosnia back together. 

Holbrooke said after a four-hour 
meeting with Milosevic that the talks 
were “inconclusive and in progress,” 
and that he would return today after 
consultations with Washington and 


with Croatia’s president, Franjo . 


Tudjman. Despite the possibility of 
renewed sanctions, it was unclear 
whether Milosevic would cooperate. 

After meeting Tudjman in Zagreb, 
Croatia, Holbrooke said he was 
engaged in a “very intense dialogue” 
with the Balkan leaders at a “moment 
of very serious challenge” to the 
Dayton peace agreement. 

“We created, on paper, a single 
country, but in reality, on the ground, 
that country is still partitioned in two 
parts,” Holbrooke said. Bosnia “is 
effectively partitioned until the elec- 
tion pulls it together.” 

The continued presence of Karadzic, 
who has been indicted for war crimes, 
has become the key indicator of the 
elections’ integrity. The leading 
Bosnian Serb party, the Serbian 
Democratic Party, faces being banned 
from the election if Karadzic doesn’t 
resign as its leader. 

If he doesn’t step down, Bosnian 
government officials say they will 
boycott the vote. If the Serb party is 
banned, Bosnian Serbs say they will 
boycott. 

Either way, efforts to overcome the 
bitterness and mistrust of 3 1/2 years 
of war and to build common institu- 
tions will have suffered a very serious 
setback. 

Holbrooke was dispatched from 
Washington this week to see if he can 
overcome the problem. He warned the 
Serbs on Tuesday, at the start of his 
Balkan trip in Sarajevo, not to take 
action against the NATO-led peace 
force or U.N. staff. 

On Wednesday, as he left Sarajevo 
for Belgrade, he told reporters: “The 
war is clearly over, but there is serious 
non-compliance by the Bosnian 
Serbs, and we must deal with that.” 

Milosevic is the most powerful man 
in Serb-led Yugoslavia, and the 
Bosnian Serb rebellion in 1992 was 
inspired by his nationalist rhetoric. 
The United Nations slapped economic 
sanctions on Yugoslavia in May 1992 
as punishment. 

Those sanctions were lifted last fall 
when the Dayton agreement was put 
in place, but diplomats have suggest- 
ed that Holbrooke may threaten 
Milosevic with a reimposition of 
sanctions if he doesn’t help remove 
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Karadzic. Holbrooke refused to com- 
ment on that. 

At a minimum, international offi- 
cials want Karadzic out of power. At a 
maximum, they would like to see him 
and his military commander Gen. 
Ratko Mladic answering charges of 
genocide and crimes against humanity 
at an international tribunal in The 
Hague, Netherlands.

Bosnian Serbs are angry with 
Milosevic for signing the Dayton 
agreement on their behalf, despite 
their objections. But Milosevic still 
has means to influence them. Not 
only does he maintain a powerful 
security force that pressured Bosnian 
Serbs into releasing U.N. hostages 
last year, he also is the keeper of their 
nationalist dream — to unite all Serb- 
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held lands. er 

The nationalism Milosevic inspired’ 
still lives among some Serbs, and he 
could face a dangerous backlash 
among nationalists at home.

“This Is the Right Place’

On July 24, 1847, after a trek of 
1:600 miles that began on April 
163 Brigham Young stopped at the 
top-of what is now known as 
Entigration Canyon and declared: 
“This is the right place. Drive 
on.’ 

This occasion is the reason 
behind the festivities, parades and 
rodeos of Utah’s “Days of ‘47” 
celebration. Commonly known as 
“Pioneer Day,” July 24 is cele- 
brated by Utahns and members of 
The-Church of Jesus Christ of 
Lattér-day Saints as the anniver- 
sary“of the founding of Zion. 

Adthough the official day for the 
anhiversary of the pioneers’ 
entrance into the valley is the 
24th, Saints entered the valley 
seyeral days earlier. Erastus Snow 
an@ Orson Pratt arrived on July 
2\eand an advance party followed 
ondhe 22nd. 

Eyer industrious, the advance 
party immediately began prepar- 
ingsthe land for planting by flood- 
ings it and setting up a crude irri- 
galion system. Pratt dedicated the 
lattd for the prosperity of the 
Sajfts. 

By the time Brigham Young 
entered the Salt Lake Valley and 
uttered his famous words, five 
acres of potatoes had already been 
plahted. At the time, Young was 
ll wath mountain fever. 

The Saints had much to do, but 
they took Sunday the 25th off as a 
day of worship and thanksgiving. 

The reaction of the men in the 
party to the Salt Lake Valley was 
joyous and hopeful. “Thoughts of 
pleasing meditations ran through 
our minds while we contemplated 
the house of God (that) would 
stand upon the top of the moun- 
tains,” Wilford Woodruff wrote in 
his journal. 

On the other hand, some of the 
women were less than pleased 
with the results of their journey.

wife, cried and said of the valley: 
“It seemed the most desolate 
place in the world.” Many wanted 
to continue the journey, saying 
they would rather go another 
1,000 miles than stay in Utah. 

However, members of the pio- 
neer company dug in and prepared 
the valley for crops and the build- 
ing of Zion. By the 28th, the site 
for the temple was chosen and a 
city plan of perfect square blocks 
centered around the temple laid 
out. 

Within a month, 80 acres of land 
had been planted, the city sur- 
veyed, 29 log homes built, nearby 
valleys explored, trade shops 
started, an adobe fort built and 
Indtans befriended. 

All this by the 148 members of 
the original pioneer company. The 
company consisted of 143 men, 3 
women, 2 children, 73 wagons, 93 
horses, 52 mules, 66 oxen, 19 
cows, 17 dogs, a cannon, a boat 
and some chickens. 

When the pioneers left Nauvoo, 
Brigham Young had not been sus- 
tained as the president of the 
church. He was sustained 
December Die 1847, in 
Kanesville, Iowa. 

Ever since that first July 24, 
Saints in Utah have celebrated the 
entrance of the pioneers into 
Utah. In 1897, the 50-year 
anniversary, a statue of Brigham 
Young was erected in Salt Lake 
City in honor of the celebration. 

“This Is the Place” monument 
was erected at the Centennial 
Celebration in 1947. That same 
year, a group of 148 people gath- 
ered to re-enact the trek made by 
Brigham Young’s company. 
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restore the house his great-grandfa- 
ther lived in. 

“So many people wanted to see the 
house that Jay Kimball restored, so 
rather than using it as a summer 
home, he decided to begin the 
Nauvoo Restoration Incorporation, 
which is now operated by the church,” 
Butler said. 

Both Butler and Klingler said peo- 
ple come for a spiritual experience 
and to see the places made famous by 
the early leaders of the church. 

Other historical sites are along the 


Mormon Trail, which is considered to _ 


range from Sharon, Vt., to Salt Lake 
City as noted in “A Travelers Guide to 
Historic Mormon America,” written 
by R. Don Oscarson and Stanley B. 
Kimball. 

Joseph Smith Jr. was born in 
Sharon, Vt., where there is a 
Memorial Cottage and a granite mon- 
ument in memory of the prophet. The 
church now owns 283 acres around 
the monument and has landscaped the 
area for visitors. 

The next site is in Palmyra, N.Y., 
where the grave of Alvin Smith is 
located, a brother of Joseph Smith Jr. 
Martin Harris, a friend of the prophet 


-and one of the three witnesses to the 


Book of Mormon, had a home in 
Palmyra that has been restored and is 
considered a historical landmark for 
members of the church. 

The trail extends through Kirtland, 
Ohio, where the Kirtland Temple was 
built and dedicated in 1836. It is now 
owned by the Reorganized Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints and 
is used as a regular meeting place. 
There is a cemetery and a few homes 
of the early Saints, such as the homes 
of Hyrum Smith and Sidney Rigdon. 

The trail then leads through Nauvoo, 
to Independence, Mo., featuring 
Liberty Jail where the Prophet Joseph 
and his brother Hyrum were held 
from November 1838 to April 1839. 

Haun’s Mill in Missouri, Winter 
Quarters in Nebraska and This is the 
Place Monument in Utah are some of 
the other points of interest along the 
trail. 

There is no charge to visit any of the 
sites, Klingler said, because the pur- 
pose of the restoration of these histor- 
ical sites is to increase the testimony 
of members of the church and to bring 
non-mormons to know moie about the 
history of the church. 


Parade celebrates holiday

Utah is “Still the Right Place,” for 
the Days of ‘47 parade which marks 
the 149th anniversary of the early pio- 
neers entrance into the Salt Lake 
Valley and Brigham Young’s declara- 
tion, “This is the right place.” 

The official Days of ‘47/KSL 
Parade begins at 9 a.m. on Wednesday 
from South Temple and Main Street 
in Salt Lake City. The parade route 
continues south on Main to 900 South 
and east to Liberty Park. 

“This is the third largest parade in 
the world,” Louise Green, President 
of the Daughters of the Utah Pioneers 
said. Green receives calls from all 
over the U.S. and from different coun- 
tries inquiring about the parade. 

Sixty-two colorful floats, 20 march- 
ing bands, clowns, horses and the 
Mormon Battalion will make their 
way in a procession to Liberty Park. 


The theme for the Days of ‘47 is. 


“Still the Right Place,” which also ties 
into the Centennial Celebration, said 
Frank Hales, chair of the parade. 

The float will be a depiction of the 
people who lived at the time of the 
early pioneers arrival in 1847, such as 
Native Americans, Hispanics, pioneer 
and mountain men, Hales said. 

Since 1848, the pioneers began hon- 
oring their entrance into the Valley 
with some sort of celebration every 
year that was organized by The 
Daughters of the Utah Pioneers, The 
Sons of the Utah Pioneers and the 
State Fair, said Green, 

“In 1943 the Days of ‘47 officially 
began with wards and stakes donating 
the floats for the parade, at the request 
of the committee,” said Green. 

The Daughters of the Utah Pioneers 
along with the Sons of the Utah 
Pioneers continue to be part of the 
Days of ‘47 Committee, said Green. 


On Saturday, the decorated floats for 
the official Days of ‘47 Parade will be 
on display. The float preview party 
will be held inside the Salt Palace 
from noon to 5 p.m. Admission is 
free. 

Forty to 50 floats will be shown 
along with clowns and bands that will 
add entertainment for the party. 

President Thomas S.-Monson will 
represent the First Presidency of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints in the parade.

Pioneer trek crosses lowa

A BYU student from Midway 
trekked over 360 miles of Iowa 
plains in a covered wagon in 
honor of his pioneer heritage.

Ryan said the biggest challenge 
he faced on the trek “was 
endurance. 

“There were plenty of days 
when one of us wanted to quit,” 
Ryan said. 

When the challenging days 
came, it was support from Ryan’s 
family that helped him carry on. 

While the trek was challenging 
for the Whitaker family, they real- 
ize that the conditions and hard- 
ships they faced did not compare 
to what the pioneers had to face. 

“The trek was harder than I 
thought it was going to be. It was 
not the spiritual experience I 
expected. I just wanted to make it 
through each day,” Ryan’s mother 
Linda said. 

Now, as the family looks back 
on the experience, they realize 
what a miracle it was for the pio- 
neers to survive the journey. 

“There is an awe that you feel 
for the pioneers because they 
were able to make the trek. That 
they were able to stay positive 
and make the journey to the Salt 
Lake Valley is incredible,” Ryan 
said. 

The Whitaker family was just a 
few of the many people involved 
in celebrating the pioneers’ trek 
across Iowa. 

The trek was the result of the 
convergence of Iowa communities 
and LDS members who wanted to 
participate in the commemora- 
tion.

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New Wyview complex may reduce waiting period

On-campus housing for married stu- 
dents has long been in high demand at 
BYU. 

With a current waiting list of 
approximately 10 months, BYU hous- 
ing administrators are taking action to 
combat the housing shortage. 

The Wyview trailer park is being 
evacuated quickly, and construction of 
a new apartment complex has already 
Started. 

The new Wyview complex will con- 
sist of 426 two- and three-bedroom 
apartments that will probably be fin- 
ished by mid-summer 1998. 

Housing officials said the new apart- 
ments will have three levels, be more 
spacious and have more storage 
capacity than Wymount currently has. 

The newly constructed part-brick, 
part-stucco buildings will have a red- 
dish-brown exterior. 

In addition, the new complexes will 
be equipped with central air condi- 
tioning, a feature neither Wyview nor 
Wymount has ever had. 

One feature the new complexes will 
not have that the old Wyview trailer 
park possessed is washer/dryer 
hookups. Instead, a newly remodeled 
Laundromat will be provided for 
Wyview tenants. 

Plans for the new apartments are 
moving rapidly, and the few remain- 
ing Wyview tenants have been made 
aware of their need to relocate as soon 
as possible. 

Some tenants do not mind the move. 
However, other students are finding 
that having to move, in addition to 
working and attending school full- 


time, is stressful.

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Kids’ book on sex temporarily banned

Provo City Library is reviewing its 
selection process after a children’s 
book on sexuality created a stir 
among patrons and the library board. 

The book, “It’s Perfectly Normal” 
by Robie Harris, received an honor- 
able mention from the Boston Globe 
but received quite an opposite 
response from a local patron. 

The book contains material on 
same-sex relationships, masturbation 
and other sexually explicit topics. 

A disgruntled patron brought the 
book to the attention of library offi- 
cials. After the patron received a 
notice that the book was acceptable 
according to library policies, the 
patron went to Provo Mayor George 
Stewart with a complaint. 

The mayor reviewed the children’s 
book, found it unacceptable and sent 
it to the library board for review. 

The board is temporarily holding the 
book until a decision is made regard- 
ing the library’s current selection 
process. The problem revolves around 
what the board can legally do.

The board met last week and created 
three proposals to revamp the current 
selection process. Proposal 1 states, 
“We do not believe that the freedoms 
of the 1st Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution were ever meant to be 


interpreted to protect obscenity.” 

Proposal 2 says, “Materials with the 
central theme of human sexuality will 
not be filed in the children’s section 
of the library without the approval of 
the board.” 

The final proposal reads, “Any 
patron using library equipment to 
retrieve, view, solicit or engage in 
obscene material will be asked to 
leave and may lose library privileges.” 

Board member Buddy Richards said 
any changes in policy should be care- 
fully planned out. ~ 

“The question is to come up with 
some standard that takes into account 
the community standards and being 
responsible without squashing ideas,” 
he said. 

The library receives complaints 
every week about materials offensive 
to some patrons. 

Farnsworth said she has never 
before heard a complaint about the 
sexual content of a book, nor has she 
seen it taken to the lengths this 
instance has gone.

Milk board changes offensive ads; 
tries to capture Hispanic consumers

PALM SPRINGS, Calif. — “Got 
milk?” 

That question, posed by the 
California Milk Processor Board, is 
the punch line of some funny and suc- 
cessful television commercials. But 
there’s one problem: The phrase 
means something off-color to one- 
third of California’s consumers. 

Translated literally into Spanish, 
“Got milk?” means “Are you lactat- 
ing?” i 

“The initial thought was a milk- 
deprivation strategy,’ said the board’s 
Executive Director Jeff Manning, 
explaining the concept behind the 
general market ads. “You have your 
food, but you don’t have milk, so your 
life falls apart. 

“We assumed milk deprivation 
would work in the Hispanic market. 
Our research discovered they thought 
running out of milk was not funny — 
a translation we didn’t want.” 

To counter this, the milk board went 
to Anita Santiago Advertising, a Santa 
Monica agency that has handled 
accounts for See’s Candies, Carl’s Jr. 
and other food clients seeking entry 
into the Hispanic market. 

Santiago created the Spanish-lan- 
guage “Generations” campaign that 
showed milk-based recipes being 
handed down over three generations. 
Manning says the campaign is just as 
successful as its English-language 
counterpart in getting people to con- 
sume more milk. 

That the milk board spent $3 million 
on the “Generations” campaign indi- 
cates the increasing purchasing power 
of the Spanish-speaking consumer, 
not just in California but in the rest of 
the United States. Estimates place the 
1996 nationwide Hispanic buying 
power at $325 billion and increasing 
by $1 billion a month. 

The Los Angeles market, which 
stretches from Oxnard to Las Vegas to 
Palm Springs, contains more than 6 
million Hispanics — not including 
undocumented immigrants. 

“In Palm Springs the most stable 
community is Hispanic,” says 
Gregorio Bennett, an advertising 
executive for the Luna Bacardi Group. 
“That consumer is there because they 
live there. They’re not seasonal.” 

Nationwide, Hispanics comprise 
10.3 percent of the population, with 
that number to increase to 25 percent 
by the year 2050, according to Census 
Bureau projections. 

“Food companies are realizing the 
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shifting demographics,” says advertis- 
ing executive Santiago. “They either 
address them or risk being eaten up 
alive (by their competitors).” 

To that effect, when Kraft and 
General Foods merged in 1994, they 
created a stand-alone division to mar- 
ket to the ethnic audience. 

Although he wouldn’t give specific 
figures, Luis Nieto, Kraft’s director of 
ethnic marketing and external rela- 
tions, says that sales figures for the 
new division are “very, very large — 
large enough to make it a significant 
business by itself.” 

Kraft was among the major food and 
beverage manufacturers like Pepsi, 
Miller Brewing and Frito-Lay that 
took part in a recent Mexican- 
American Grocers Association con- 
ference held over three days at the 
Palm Springs Hilton. How to address 
the burgeoning Hispanic demograph- 
ics was the main topic of the numer- 
ous workshops and conferences. 

Conference attendees agreed that 
simply translating general market ads 
into Spanish is a mistake. The cultural 
nuances separating the English-speak- 
ing and Spanish-speaking audiences 
were too great to risk overlooking. 

“It’s about cultural differences,” 
says Santiago. “Smart marketers are 
looking at differences; it doesn’t mean 
better or worse. Why be Pollyannic 
about it when it’s not there? How do 
you use those differences as motivat- 
ing factors?” 

The failure of the “Got Milk?” cam- 
paign to translate is a perfect exam- 
ple. 

“The “Got Milk?’ campaign was 
based on humor and that certain foods 
went with milk,” says Santiago. 
“Those foods aren’t relevant to the 
Hispanic market. It was yuppie humor 
that our market didn’t understand, 
much less react to.” 

The ads Santiago created for the 
milk board show a grandmother, 
mother and daughter preparing tradi- 
tional Hispanic dishes like flan or 
bread pudding. They were shot by 
Emmanuel Lubezki, the Mexican cin- 
ematographer of “Like Water For 
Chocolate.” 

“We hit on a strategy that ennobles 
the role of the woman and takes milk 
seriously,” Santiago said. “For Latinos 
it is not funny to run out of milk. We 
tested all these concepts and settled 
on the emotional approach using milk 
as an ingredient that ensures health 
and well-being from generation to 
generation because people already felt 
that way.”

Institute in La Jolla, Calif. 

Earlier research has shown that nico- 
tine stimulates the release of the neu- 
rotransmitter molecule dopamine in 
the brain. 

The study by Italian researchers 
goes a step further by demonstrating 
that like most addictive drugs, nico- 
tine causes dopamine to be released in 
a specific region known as the shell of 
the nucleus accumbens, which lies 
between the midbrain and the fore- 
brain.

The shell links the amygdala, which 
is active during emotional experi- 
ences, and the core of the nucleus 
accumbens, which controls some 
aspects of movement.
